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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 18-28 and 35-37, drawn to watermarking parameters used to 
convert input contents, classified in class 382, subclass 162. 

II. Claims 29-34, drawn to watermarking a jump destination address, 
classified in class 382, subclass 100. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions operate to hide data differently, specifically 
invention I uses embedding positions to hide data, while invention II hides data with 
jump addresses to connect the data itself. Invention I also functions to convert the input 
contents using a DC offset, while invention II has no such DC offset. Furthermore the 
inventions lead to different effects. Invention I cannot link frames together as is done by 
invention II. Invention I embeds parameter information and map data that was used to 
convert the input contents. Invention II embeds a jump address so that the watermark 
may be rearranged. The two procedures are not used together and therefore represent 
different inventions. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of 
the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
